After a 
pretty battle for the position behind the 
pacemaker, Becker got the machine, 
with Bovee, Whitman, Bob and Harry 
Terrill lined up behind in the order 
named. 
Time alter time Becker's ppponenti 
attempted to take the position 
from 


him by riding in front ol tbe pacemaker 
and dropping back. These attempt" 
were invariably successful, but each 
time Becker did the same thing, and al 
tbe end of two miles only Becker and 
Bovee remained in the fight. The latter 
dropped out on the third mile, leaving 
Becker to ride the race out. The pace- 
makers were too slow for him and be 
continously called for faster pacemakers. 
The miles were ridden at a pace of 2.12 
each, but by some mistake the acorers 
made an error and Becker had to ride 
an extra lap, which made his time lor 
the five miles 11.20.

Very quietly de- 
tachment, of Nicaraguan troops were 
assembled here and at Granda, and 
when all was ready they were sent in 
Bmall partiea across Lake Nicaragua and 
down the San Juan river to Greytown 
and Blueftelda. By this time tho sol- 
diers df Nicaragua are believed to be in 
possesion of Big and Little Corn islands, 
for there are two of them, and the work 
of erectina a strong fort should bo pro- 
gressing. Tbe troops took all their best 
runs available and a supply of ammuni- 
tion and other supplies. Storehouses

It is entirely possible and, wo trust, 


probable tbat a very considerable reduc- 
tion willlbe made, notwithBtaiidin« thie 
tendency, but if it doea not result in a 
potent, and possibly prevailing, opposi- 
tion to auch a reform, there will bo 
cause for surprise as well ao approba- 
tion, g And if by any chance euch oppo- 
sition Bhoald prevail, the legielature 
should be whipped by public opinion, 
than which there is uo more .potent in- 
fluence, into an appreciation of tbe con* 
tempt which it will have deserved. If 
California has'been somewhat-notorious 
for legislative scandals and extrava- 
gance, the people have not been blame- 
less in the matter.

The experience of Now York that it 


pays to provide dcxieutly paved Btracls 
for 'tbe poor tenant whoso children havo 
heretofore had no other playground and 
to put o roan instead of a "votor" bo- 
hiud cvory bruotn must rank among the 
great discoveries in local municipal af- 
fairs of tbo last decade. That it was a 
part of tho business of tho community 
to see to it tbat its masses woro proper- 
ly housed had impressed itself earlier 
upon its consciousness by dint of much 
argument; and the persuasion of disas- 
trous epidemics, for which its over- 
crowded rookeries were justly held to 
blame, and nail after nail had been 
driven inlo the structure of touRment 
houfifl law, orcctcd lo neutralize as far
